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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1958. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Seventh  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1958. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  again  that  it  has  been  a 
good  year  for  public  health  in  the  district,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  it 
was  a particularly  wet  year. 

The  estimated  population  figure  was  down  again  by  sixty  this 
year,  but  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  births  registered. 

All  forms  of  heart  disease  again  accounted  for  over  a third  of 
the  deaths,  33%  of  the  males  and  38%  of  the  female  deaths. 

Cancer  caused  10%  of  the  male  and  almost  20%  of  the  female 
deaths  and  respiratory  diseases  14%  of  the  male  and  practically 
9%  of  the  female  deaths. 

Once  again  I wish  to  thank  the  Senior  Public  Inspector  and 
his  Assistants  for  their  loyal  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment, also  other  members  of  the  staff  and  the  Council  for  their 
continued  interest  and  support.

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DEATHS  FROM  CANCER. 


There  was  one  more  death  from  Cancer.  The  increase  was  in 
the  number  of  female  deaths — 19  male  and  28  female.  There  was  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and 
Bronchus  to  3 compared  with  5 the  previous  year.  These  men  were 
between  the  ages  of  63  and  76. 

Our  mortality  rate  was  lower  than  that  for  the  whole  county.

The  outbreak  of  influenza  due  to  the  Asian  strain  of  the  virus, 
which  commenced  in  the  Autumn  of  1957  carried  on  into  the 
early  months  of  1958,  but  it  remained  a comparatively  mild 
infection.

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATIONS. 


Diphtheria : 

For  the  12th  year  in  succession  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred 
in  the  district,  but  a few  cases  are  still  occurring  throughout  the 
country,  so  parents  should  therefore  ensure  that  their  children  are 
protected  by  inoculation.  This  can  be  obtained  from  the  family 
doctor  or  at  the  local  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 


During  the  year  50  children  under  5 years,  and  1 aged  5 — 14 
years  received  inoculations  against  diphtheria  only.  47  others 
received  a booster  dose.  In  addition  the  following  received  a 
combined  inoculation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough : 

0 — 5 years : 141.  5 — - 1 4 years : 1 . 

One  child  aged  between  5 — 14  years  was  inoculated  against 
whooping  cough  alone. 

Smallpox: 

A number  of  infants  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox  either 
at  the  Clinic  or  by  their  family  doctor.  Separate  figures  for  the 
R.D.C.  are  not  available,  but  a total  of  1,040  infants  were  vacc- 
inated, estimated  at  47.62  of  the  registered  births  for  the  year. 


Poliomyelitis :

HOME  PRODUCED  LIQUID  WHOLE  EGG. 


During  the  year  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  asked  us  to  co- 
operate in  an  enquiry  into  the  condition  of  the  liquid  egg  trade  in 
this  country. 

Extensive  sampling  had  already  been  carried  out  on  imported 
egg  products,  but  little  was  known  about  the  conditions  under 
which  eggs  were  broken  out  and  sold  locally. 


Of  the  three  Egg  Packing  Stations  in  our  area,  only  two  dealt 
with  liquid  egg — B.  T.  Enoch  of  Llangadog  and  B.  T.  Evans  & 
Sons,  Pumpsaint.  From  March  until  early  December,  regular 
samples  of  liquid  egg  were  collected  from  these  two  and  sent  to  Dr. 
Morgan  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  for  bacter- 
iological examination. 


Liquid  egg  is  an  ideal  medium  for  the  growth  of  bacteria  and 
food  poisoning  organisms  may  occasionally  be  present  on  the  shells, 
or  be  unwittingly  introduced  by  unhygienic  practices.  It  is, 
therefore,  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  every  sample  in 
our  area  was  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  free  from  pathogenic 
bacteria.

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Council  it  is  possible  to 
pass  lightly  over  the  problem  relating  to  unsatisfactory  private 
water  supplies.  Not  because  the  problem  is  no  longer  with  us,  but 
because  we  have  now  reached  a stage  in  our  history  when  we  can 
clearly  see  that  this  problem  as  a major  problem,  will  very  shortly 
be  resolved. 

The  Comprehensive  Water  Supply  Scheme,  no  longer  a hazy 
vision,  an  idle  dream,  is  a reality,  and  eclipses  all  other  water 
supply  matters.  The  countryman’s  dream  is  even  now  being  vig- 
orously translated  into  a language  which  he  understands — indeed 
the  only  languague  he  understand,  reservoirs,  pipe-lines,  and  water 
connections  to  farm  and  cottage. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  under  review,  32,000  yards  of  mains  in 
Contract  No.  1 had  been  laid,  18,000  yards  in  Contract  No.  2,  and 
excavation  for  the  reservoir  in  Contract  No.  3 had  commenced. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1957,  I wrote  :- 

‘It  is  gratifying  to  believe  that  when  the  Annual  Report  for 
1958  comes  to  be  written,  it  will  be  possible  to  note  that  the 
Comprehensive  Water  Supply  Scheme,  which  in  its  entirety 
is  to  spread  its  tentacles  to  embrace  so  many  of  your  most 
rural  parishes,  is  proceeding  with  vigour  and  expedition.’ 

50,000  yards  of  mains  and  the  commencement  of  a reservoir  is 
surely  a vigorous  effort. 

The  problem  of  long  service  connections  to  properties  which  I 
referred  to  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  has  since  been  carefully 
examined  by  the  Sewerage  and  Water  Supplies  Committee,  and 
the  recommendations  made  by  this  Committee,  and  subsequently 
accepted  by  the  Council,  will  undoubtedly  result  in  a much  greater 
number  of  properties  being  brought  within  the  scope  of  the  scheme.

DRAINAGE  AND  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


The  evil  which  has  persisted  for  so  many  years  in  the  village  of 
Ffairfach  in  the  form  of  abominable'  sanitation,  was  diminished  by 
fifty  per  cent,  by  the  end  of  the  current  year — one  half  of  the  dwell- 
ings had  been  connected  to  the  Council’s  new  sewer.  Should  the 
present  excellent  progress  continue,  the  whole  of  the  village  will  be 
thus  adequately  sewered  within  the  next  nine  or  twelve  months. 

The  final  amended  drawings  relating  to  the  Llansawel  Sewer- 
age Scheme  as  agreed  with  the  Welsh  Office,  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government,  were  submitted  to  the  Department  in 
early  December,  with  a request  that  the  Department  approve 
commencement  of  the  work  on  the  Scheme  at  an  early  date. 

Although  the  Council  has  vigorously  pursued  the  Penygroes, 
Capel  Hendre  and  Gate  Sewerage  Schemes,  the  close  of  the  current 
year  gave  no  indication  that  finality  would  be  reached  at  an  early 
date.  It  is  only  to  be  hoped  that  this  dismal  picture  will  be  totally 
obliterated  in  the  coming  year. 

It  is  a source  of  pride  and  satisfaction  to  me  that  the  Council 
have  finally  given  favourable  consideration  to  one  of  my  long  out- 
standing recommendations — the  purchase  of  a modern  cesspool 
emptier.  The  policy  which  you  have  decided  upon  relating  to  the 
emptying  of  cesspools  and  which  is  to  have  a trial  period  of  twelve 
months,  appears  to  be  a very  fair  one,  and  it  will  be  interesting  to 
receive  the  reports  and  comments  when  this  is  reviewed  at  the  end 
of  the  trial  period. 

The  charges  decided  upon  are  as  follows :- 

(a)  Private  Dwellings  situate  within  the  District: 

That  cesspools  serving  private  dwellings  shall  be  cleared 
twice  free  of  charge  and  that  for  each  subsequent  visit  a 
charge  of  five  shillings  be  made  during  the  trial  period. 

(b)  Public  Houses,  Residential  Hotels  and  Guest  Houses 

situate  within  the  District: 

That  the  undermentioned  charges  be  made  for  clearing  the 
cesspools : 

1st  Service — 10/-  4th  Service — £3 

2nd  Service — £ 1 5th  Service— £4 

3rd  Service — £ 2 6th  Service— £5 

(c)  Properties  Outside  District: 

That  an  economic  charge  be  made.

The  year'  under  review  may  be  described  as  one  of  steady,  but 
nevertheless,  relentless  effort,  to  hold  our  own  against  the  rat  pop- 
ulation. This  effort  has  not  been  in  vain;  complaints  from  every 
part  of  your  area  have  been  promptly  dealt  with  throughout  the 
year,  and  no  infestation  was  discovered  of  a really  major  character. 


Agricultural  premises  have  been  canvassed  throughout  the 
year  with  a view  to  offering  the  farmer  a rodent  control  service, 
thus  anticipating  the  period  ahead  from  1st  April,  1959,  when 
Local  Authorities  will  be  responsible  for  the  control  of  rats  and  mice 
on  such  premises.  The  results  of  this  canvas,  though  satisfactory 
from  the  point  of  view  of  rodent  destruction,  proved  unsatisfactory 
as  a possible  source  of  revenue  to  the  Council.  Warfarin,  which  is 
comparatively  harmless  to  farmyard  animals,  yet  lethal  to  rats,  is 
widely  known  amongst  the  agriculturalists,  and  as  it  is  also  simple 
of  application,  it  is  widely  made  use  of  by  the  farmer  himself. 
Practically  every  farm  surveyed  during  the  year  has  shown  proof 
of  this.  Not  only  does  the  farmer  state  that  he  is  making  use  of  this 
poison,  but  he  proudly  presents  his  stock  for  examination.  And  the 
comparative  freedom  of  farms  from  evidence  of  infestation  is  further 
proof  that  the  farmer  today  is  indeed  a staunch  ally  in  our  effort  to 
exterminate  these  pests. 
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The  bi-annual  maintenance  treatment  of  sewers  has  again 
shown  that  the  Council’s  principal  sewers  are  free  from  infestation. 
Certain  of  the  older  sewers,  particularly  those  serving  the  Penygroes 
and  Carmel  areas,  continue  to  be  a source  of  concern,  nor  is  it 
likely  that  this  problem  will  be  resolved  until  such  time  as  the  pro- 
posed new  schemes  for  these  areas  are  completed. 


REFUSE. 


The  indiscriminate  tipping  of  household  refuse  into  streams 
and  upon  any  convenient  plot  of  waste  land,  has  been  a source  of 
grave  concern  to  the  department  during  the  year. 

Were  this  offence  confined  to  the  South  Sanitary  District  only, 

I would  probably  conclude  that  the  once  weekly  collection  was 
inadequate,  inasmuch  as  the  householders  generally,  having  little 
scope  to  burn  much  of  their  refuse  such  as  papers,  cartons,  etc., 
without  causing  a nuisance  to  others,  were  thus  enforced  to  place  all 
their  refuse  in  their  receptacles,  then  finding  these  filled  to  capacity 
days  before  the  public  collection,  were  disposing  of  all  surplus 
refuse  on  any  convenient  site.  But  the  habit  is  equally  prevalent  in 
the  purely  rural  parts  of  your  area,  where  there  is  every  opportunity 
of  disposing  of  so  much  of  the  refuse  by  burning  without  fear  of 
causing  serious  nuisance. 

A twice-weekly  collection  service  would  be  welcomed  by  all 
rate-payers,  I feel  sure,  but  would  this  solve  the  problem  of  indis- 
criminate tipping?  I am  doubtful  that  it  would.  Habits  such  as  I 
have  described  die  hard. 

Every  effort  has  been  made,  not  only  throughout  the  current 
year,  but  for  many  years  past,  to  win  the  co-operation  of  these 
offenders.  Signs  prohibiting  the  tipping  of  refuse  have  been  erected 
on  many  sites  throughout  the  area;  householders  residing  near 
these  abominations  have  been  urged  by  letter  and  personal  visits 
to  refrain  from  this  evil  practice;  appeals  have  been  made  through 
the  media  of  newspapers  and  cinema  screens.  Still  the  problem 
remains  undiminished.  It  is  only  to  be  hoped  that  our  continued 
and  purposeful  efforts  along  these  lines  will  eventually  remove  the 
scales  from  the  eyes  of  these  offenders,  that  they  might  see  filthy 
accumulations  with  the  eyes  of  civilised  human  beings,  as  ugly 
scars  on  nature’s  fair  skin. 
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When  one  is  confronted  with  a host  of  nuisances  arising  from 
the  indiscriminate  tipping  of  all  manner  of  putrescible  material 
in  the  area,  it  may  appear  to  border  on  the  ridiculous  to  refer  to 
litter  as  a serious  problem.  Difficulty  in  combating  the  one  nuisance 
however,  has  not  been  allowed  to  restrain  our  efforts  in  this  latter 
direction.  The  Litter  Act  of  1958  is  a genuine  attempt  to  clean  up 
and  render  our  country  far  more  attractive,  and  in  the  months  that 
lie  ahead,  we  must  consider  seriously  the  steps  that  are  necessary 
in  our  own  area  to  ensure  that  it  remains  what  it  has  been  for  so 
many  centuries — one  of  the  loveliest  areas  of  this  lovely  country. 


Where  litterbugs  are  known  to  operate,  perhaps  it  would  not 
be  out  of  place  to  have  attached  to  the  litter  basket  a small  plaque 
bearing  the  following  verses 


LITTERBUGS.

Two  pigs  aroaming  in  the  copse 
In  search  of  dainty  food 
Stopped  short  and  stood  with  staring  eyes, 
Aghast  at  sight  so  crude.

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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOOD. 


MEAT. 

(a)  Management: 

During  the  year  under  review  the  number  of  animals  that 
were  slaughtered  in  the  private  slaughterhouses  within  your  juris- 
diction, increased  by  2,000  over  the  preceding  year. 

The  incidence  of  liver  fluke  in  bovines  remained  much  the 
same  as  for  the  preceding  year,  but  was  more  than  doubled  in  the 
case  of  sheep.  Even  allowing  for  the  fact  that  a great  number  of 
sheep  were  slaughtered  in  the  current  year,  comparative  figures 
point  to  a much  higher  incidence  over  the  previous  year. 

Cysticercus  bovis  was  discovered  in  four  of  the  694  beasts 
inspected  and  the  normal  steps  were  taken  to  ensure  that  the  meat 
on  reaching  the  butcher’s  shop  was  safe  for  human  consumption. 

All  occupiers  of  private  slaughterhouses  within  your  district 
have  been  furnished  with  a copy  of  the  draft  regulations  (Con- 
struction and  Hygiene)  that  they  may  appreciate  at  an  early  date 
what  their  future  commitments  are  likely  to  be.  Detailed  surveys 
of  the  slaughterhouses  have  also  commenced  in  anticipation  of  the 
slaughterhouse  report  which  the  Council  will  be  required  to  submit 
to  the  Minister  within  the  next  few  years,  soon  it  will  be  necessary 
to  hold  a series  of  meetings  to  discuss  this  problem  in  some  detail. 

(b)  Slaughterhouse  Policy: 

The  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  received  the  Royal  Assent  on 
1st  August,  1958,  and  came  into  operation  on  that  date. 

Regulations  to  secure  hygienic  construction,  lay-out  and  equip- 
ment will  be  made  under  the  existing  powei's  in  Section  13  of  the 
1955  Act  and  amending  regulations  to  supplement  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  (No.  2)  Regulations,  1954,  will 
be  made  under  the  existing  powers  in  Section  2 of  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  (Amendment)  Act,  1954.  In  each  case  the  existing  powers 
are  supplememted  in  the  1958  Act  to  enable  the  standards  to  be 
applied  on  different  days  to  different  classes  of  premises  and  in 
different  areas.  When  the  new  regulations  are  made  they  will  apply 
to  new  slaughterhouses  at  once  and  to  existing  slaughterhouses  on 
dates  to  be  appointed  later  by  the  Minister  for  each  local  authority 
district.  When  the  new  regulations  are  in  force  in  respect  of  a 
particular  slaughterhouse,  the  local  authority  will  have  no  power 
to  grant  or  renew  a licence  for  that  slaughterhouse  unless  the 
premises  conform  to  the  prescribed  standards. 
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The  responsibility  for  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Factories  Acts  dealing  with  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  of  persons 
employed  in  slaughterhouses  and  knacker’s  yards  will  rest  with  the 
Factory  Inspectorate  except  for  those  provisions  of  the  Act  which 
are  enforced  by  local  authorities. 

In  due  course,  each  local  authority  will  be  required  to  review 
and  report  to  the  Minister  on 

(a)  the  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of  their 
district  for  slaughterhouse  facilities,  and 

(b)  the  facilities  which  are,  or  are  likely  to  become,  available 
to  meet  those  requirements. 

Resolutions  under  Section  75  or  76  (Restrictions  on  the  use  of 
Private  Slaughterhouses)  can  in  future  remain  in  force  only  if 
broadly  speaking  they  are  based  on  a public  slaughter  house 
occupied  by  the  providing  authority  and  open  to  all  persons 
requiring  the  use  of  the  public  slaughtering  facilities.  Section  1 
(3)  places  on  the  Minister  the  duty  of  requiring  local  authorities  to 
revoke  resolutions  which  do  not  comply  with  this  condition. 

On  certain  conditions,  traders  will  be  entitled  to  licences  for 
new  slaughterhouses  of  the  design  and  size  and  in  the  places  that 
best  suit  the  needs  of  their  individual  business,  provided  that  they 
submit  applications  within  a limited  period.  This  period  begins 
with  the  making  of  the  new  construction  regulations  and  ends  in 
each  district  with  the  submission  of  the  local  authority’s  slaughter- 
house report.

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MILK. 


Supervision  of  dairies  and  distributors’  vehicles  continued 
throughout  the  year,  and  on  the  whole,  the  position  may  be  re- 
garded as  highly  satisfactory. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  one  wholesaler 
to  the  offence  committed  in  depositing  crates  of  milk  on  a public 
highway  to  await  collection  by  a retailer.  Not  only  does  such  a 
practice  afford  opportunities  for  contamination  by  birds  and 
rodents  but  the  keeping  quality  is  also  placed  in  jeopardy  when  the 
milk  is  exposed  to  the  sun’s  rays. 

One  retailer  was  requested  to  provide  satisfactory  storage 
facilities  for  his  milk  and  two  retailers  advised  to  have  their  name 
and  address  conspicuously  displayed  on  their  vehicle. 

ICE  CREAM. 


Fifty  three  premises  are  now  registered  under  Section  16  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  for  the  purpose  of  manufacture  and  or 
sale  of  Ice-cream.  These  are  made  up  as  follows,  viz  :-

For  many  years  this  trade  was  under  continuous  heavy  fire 
from  many  directions,  and  the  public  health  inspector  himself  has 
fired  his  share  of  rounds.  This  is  no  longer  generally  true,  though 
there  still  exists  certain  sections  of  the  community  who  cannot 
resist  that  odd  shot.  The  ice-cream  manufacturers  and  vendors 
today  are  performing  a useful  and  almost  necessitous  service,  and 
by  and  large  performing  it  in  a highly  satisfactory  manner.  Good 
ice-cream  is  good  food,  a fact  which  is  now  fully  appreciated  by  the 
trade. 


MISCELLANEOUS  FOODS  AND  FOOD  PREMISES. 


Routine  inspections  of  food  premises,  including  vehicles  for 
the  conveyance  of  food,  continued  throughout  the  year.  Although 
numerous  offences  against  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  1955,  were  discovered,  there  was  no  occasion  when  a 
kindly  reminder  did  not  suffice  to  rectify  matters.  On  the  surface, 
this  is  a good  record.  But  is  all  well  at  all  times  . The  comparative 
short  period,  when  measured  over  a period  of  a year,  that  your 
public  health  inspectors  are  able  to  devote  to  these  establishments 
is  insufficient  to  detect  all  the  cracked  cups,  glasses  and  plates;  the 
dirty  or  lipstick  smeared  crockery;  cutlery  still  bearing  traces  of  a 
previous  meal ; the  open  cuts  or  sores  on  the  hands  or  arms  of  food 
handlers;  the  trader  who  smokes  whilst  engaged  in  handling  open 
food,  etc.  Education  of  food  handlers  is  not  the  only  answer  to  safe- 
guarding against  these  and  countless  other  offences.  The  remedy 
in  large  measure,  lies  in  the  hands  of  the  public  who  patronise  the 
food  shops  and  in  particular,  the  housewife.  They  must  no  longer 
tolerate  any  food  service  which  cannot  claim  the  highest  of  hygienic 
standards  and  when  occasion  arises  that  they  discover  conditions 
which  they  feel  are  a menace  to  health,  they  should  not  hesitate  to 
inform  their  public  health  inspector. 

Every  citizen  is  well  drilled  in  this  present  age  to  dial  999 
should  he  or  she  even  suspect  an  emergency  of  any  description. 
A variation  of  this  drill  could  well  be  applied,  when  our  ratepayers 
are  concerned  with  dangerous  or  possibly  dangerous  practice, 
conditions  or  sales,  in  our  food  premises,  whether  they  be  confect- 
ioners, ice-cream  premises,  butchers  shops,  cafes,  public  houses  or 
any  other  type  of  food  premises.  The  public  health  department  is 
doing  its  utmost  to  safeguard  their  health;  the  ratepayers  must  be 
prepared  to  assist  us  to  the  utmost.  In  this  way  it  will  be  possible 
to  hasten  the  time  when  all  food  handlers  will  be  fully  conscious  of 
their  responsibilities.  Great  improvements  have  taken  place  in  the 
past  few  years ; conditions  and  practice  in  our  food  shops  are  good ; 
let  us  continue  to  move  forward  together — local  authority,  officers 
and  public  that  carelessness  and  indifference  in  food  hygiene 
which  can  have  serious  consequences,  may  be  stamped  out  al- 
together. 


During  the  year  under  review  I have  had  occasion  to  advise 
two  meat  purveyors  to  improve  the  standard  of  the  vehicles  used  by 
them  for  the  transport  of  meat.  In  one  case  I was  successful  in 
persuading  the  defaulter  to  provide  a new  van  to  replace  the  old. 
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One  shop  only  was  found  to  be  so  far  below  the  hygienic 
standards  required  by  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  that  it  could 
be  described  as  unsanitary.  Immediate  steps  were  taken  to  rectify 
matters,  and  subsequent  visits  showed  ample  proof  that  the  advice 
and  warning  given  to  the  occupier  has  been  well  heeded.
